Churchill Pledges 
Priv ate Enterprise 
Again in Industry 


Conserv ativ e Leader Issues 
Manifesto for General 
Election, End of 
Clasg War 


London, Sept. 28 UP)—Winston 
Churchill, calling upon Britain to 
put an end to socialism, pledged 
his conserv ativ es to£ ay to return 
the nationalized iron and steel in­ 
dustry to priv ate ownership and 
to remov e other restrictions dn in­ 
dustry . 
As leader of the party , the 76- 
y ear-old wartime prime minister 
issued a 2,500-word Conserv ativ e 
manifesto for the Oct. 25 general 
election. It declared “ nationaliza­ 
tion has prov ed itself a failure 
which has resulted in heav y losses 
to the tax pay er or the consumer 
or both.” 
Britain, it said, must end “ class 
warfare,” stop “ frantic ex trav a­ 
gances” and rebuild her life at 
home and her prestige abroad. 
“ There must be no illusions 
about our difficulties and dangers,” 
it said, adding that Oct. 25 “ may 
well be the turning point in the 
fortunes and ev en the life of Brit­ 
ain.” 
‘Hard Working People* 
“ We are a hard working people. 
We are second to norie in the abil­ 
ity or enterprise so far as we are 
allowed to use these gifts,” the 
declaration said. 
“ We now hav e 
the only socialist gov ernment in 
the Empire and Commonwealth. 
Of all the countries in the world, 
Britain is the one least capable of 
bearing a socialist sy stem.” 
The Conserv ativ es were the first 
to issue their election manifesto 
for the monumental battle at the 
polls shaping up for Oct. 25, in 
which the Tories scent the possi­ 
bility of a v ictory ending the six 
y ears of Labor party reign. 
The 
Labor party , which during that six 
y ears nationalized most of Brit­ 
ain’s major industries, is ex pected 
to announce its manifesto Sunday 
or Monday . The Labor party an­ 
nual conference opens Monday in 
Scarborough. 
The manifesto contended it was 
the ex trav agance of the Labor 
gov ernment which caused Britain’s 
dev aluation of the pound from 
$4.02 to $2.80 in September, 19 49 . 
“ Dev aluation was the offspring 
of wild, profuse ex penditure and 
the ev ils which we suffer today are 
the inev itable progeny of that 
wanton way of liv ing,” the mani­ 
festo said.

The 35-y ear-old bookie sat glum 
and silent y esterday as he heard 
himself sentenced in Special Ses­ 
sions Court to serv e one y ear 
each, running consecutiv ely , on 12 
counts of a 66-count indictment 
charging gambling and conspir­ 
acy . 
Sentence was suspended on the 
other 54 counts, and there was 
no fine. Max imum sentence would 
hav e been 68 y ears in jail and 
$34,000 in fines. 
The bookie still faces other 
prison terms. At the collapse of 
the recent police 
trial, 
J udge 
Samuel S. Leibowitz sentenced 
Gross to fiv e y ears ant a $15,000 
fine for contempt. 
On Wednesday ,' the grand jury 
indicted 
Gross 
on 
charges 
of 
criminal contempt, which carry a 
10-y ear max imum jail term and a 
$10,000 fine on conv iction. The 
jury ’s indictment s u p e r s e d e s 
J udge Leibowitz*. penalty . 
Appeal to Come 
Gross’ attorney , Mithael Kern, 
said he would appeal y esterday ’s 
sentence immediately . 
J ustice William B. Northrup, 
heading a three-man court, pro­ 
nounced sentence. 
Before doing 
so, the bench made it clear to 
Gros9 that he was being penalized 
for wrecking the police graft trial 
of 18 cops by refusing to testify 
against them. 
Gross talked freely about op­ 
erations of his bookie empire, and 
how he paid police protection 
amounting to $1,000,000 a y ear.

“ might be misconstrued” to be an 
outgrowth of Mr. Truman’s order 
setting up new curbs on release of 
material affecting the national I 
security . 
The controv ersial OPS memo 
was issued Tuesday , the same day 
Mr. Truman issued his order. The 
President had said ffiis new se­ 
curity regulations “ must not be 
used to * • • cov er up mistakes 


made by any official or employ e 
of the gov ernment.” 
The OPS Staff Bulletin was is­ 
sued, in its own words, “ to em­ 
phasize the necessity for limiting 
the use and inspection of files to 
employ es of OPS, and to prohibit 
the disclosure of material con­ 
tained therein, or the release of 
any other internal 
information 
that might cause embarrassment 
to OPS.” 
The 
White 
House 
statement 
said Mr. Truman had been as­ 
sured that "OPS did not mean to 
classify its operations as “ secur­ 
ity information” but that he felt 
the memo “ was so broad^that it 
might be misconstrued in v iola­ 
tion” of his order on that subject 
It added: 
“ In the work of the OPS, it is 
frequently 
necessary 
to obtain 
confidential 
information 
f r o m

Behind the lines, they rolled a 
mass of men and supplies toward 
the front along all the major 
north-south 
roads 
across

waist of the Korean peninsula. 
They took adv antage of a moon­ 
less night. But allied planes con­ 
v erged on the main arteries and 
the U. S. Fifth Air Force said its 
pilots destroy ed 508 Communist 
v ehicles and damaged 613—a rec­ 
ord. 
The old mark was 9 64, set 
Wednesday . 
The 
rov ing 
airmen 
attacked 
more than 1,700 trucks from dusk 
Thursday to dawn Friday , the 
Fifth Air Force said. 
The tempo of Communist troop 
and transport activ ity sharpened 
as efforts to rev iv e the stalled 
truce 
talks

standstill. 
Bradley to Make Surv ey 
Gen. Omar Bradley , chairman of 
the U. S. J oint Chiefs of Staff, 
was in Toky o, the Defense Depart­ 
ment in Washington said, to sur­ 
v ey “ all aspects of the situation” 
with Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway , 
United Nations commander. 
Bradley possibly was coming 
to the war theatre to map strategy 
if attempts to rev iv e the truce 
talks fail completely and full scale 
fighting erupts.

(OPS) announced late y esterday 
new ceilings which boosted the 
prices of some cuts and lowered 
others, but on the av erage result­ 
ed in a slight ov er-all increase.

ordered

prices be posted so customers can 
see them easily . 
This is what will happen to the 
better-known beef products: 
Hamburger—the cheaper grade 
containing up to 25 per cent fat 
will go up about a penny a pound. 
The better grade, lean ground con­ 
taining up to 12 per cent fat will 
increase 2 to 5 cents a pound.

Round steak and chuck roasts— 
these most popular selling cuts 
will go up 2 to 8 cents a pound, 
depending on grade. 
Porterhouse steaks, prime sir­ 
loin—these 
and 
other 
higher- 
priced cuts which hav e not been 
selling as well will drop from 4 to 
8 cents a pound. . 
Rib cuts—up 15 cents a pound. 
Brisket or stewing beef—down 
as much as 20 cents a pound on 
choice cuts. 
OPS said the choice grades 
which account for 35 per cent of 
all beef sold to consumers prob­ 
ably will not av erage more than 
a penny a pound increase.

Ridgway y esterday suggested a 
switch in the truce talk site in an 
effort to rev iv e the stalled armis­ 
tice talks. 
Peiping radio treated Ridgway ’s 
proposal with rough language. In 
a broadcast tonight as Bradley ’s 
plane was winging the last few 
miles to Toky o, it accused Ridgway 
of 
“ carry ing out 
orders 
from 
Washington to use the change-of- 
conference site' question to block 
the resumption” of truce talks. 
No Reply Giv en 
The Chinese and North Koreans 
hav e not answered Ridgway ’s sug­ 
gestion Thursday for getting the 
bogged down parley going again. 
He wanted the conference site 
switched fhom Kaesdng, behind 
Red lines, to the Songhy on area 
in no-man’s land. The v illage is 
six miles southeast of Kaesong. 
Observ ers said this could be 
Ridgway ’s last compromise pro­ 
posal. 
The Reds broke off armistice 
talks Aug. 23. They accused 
the 
United Nations of v iolating the 
neutrality of Kaesong. The charge 
was denied. 
Underscoring 
the 
pessimism 
were UN pilot reports of masses of 
enemy trucks mov ing toward the 
battle front and a flareup of Red 
infantry attacks all along the bat­ 
tle line. 
Futility Is Echoed 
Ridgway ’s headquarters in an 
unofficial release echoed the futil­ 
ity of the last six weeks of bicker­ 
ing and note ex changes. 
The Reds, the release accused, 
sought resumption of the armis­ 
tice parley on their owq terms or 
a complete breakdown “ out of 
sheer frustration.” 
Ridgway wants the full delega­ 
tions to “ meet as early as possible 
at a place approx imately midway 
between the battlelines in the v i­ 
cinity of Songhy on.” 
He proposed that the fiv e-man 
delegations 
would 
first 
discuss 
maintaining the neutrality of the 
new location. 
Then they would 
return to debating the establish­ 
ment 
of 
a 
demilitarized 
zone 
across Korea—the agenda item 
under discussion when the talks 
were abruptly halted by the Reds 
37 day s ago.

It declared ^nationaliza­ 
tion has proved itself a failure 
which has resulted in heavy losses 
to the taxpayer or the consumer 
or both.’* 
Britain, it said, must end “class 
warfare,” stop “frantic extrava­ 
gances” and rebuild her life at 
home and her prestige abroad. 
“There must be no illusions 
about our difficulties and dangers,” 
it said, adding that Oct. 25 “may 
well be the turning point in the 
fortunes and even the life of Brit­ 
ain.” 
Tfard Working People* 
“We are a hard working people. 
We are second to nohe in the abil­ 
ity or enterprise so far as we are 
allowed to use these gifts,” the 
declaration said. 
“We now have 
the only socialist government in 
the Empire and Commonwealth. 
Of all the countries in the world, 
Britain is the one least capable of 
bearing a socialist system.” 
The Conservatives were the first 
to issue their election manifesto 
for the monumental battle at the 
polls shaping up for Oct. 25, in 
which the Tories scent the possi­ 
bility of a victory ending the six 
years of Labor party reign. The 
Labor party, which during that six 
years nationalized most of Brit­ 
ain’s major industries, is expected 
to announce its manifesto Sunday 
or Monday. The Labor party an­ 
nual conference opens Monday in 
Scarborough. 
The manifesto contended it was 
the extravagance of the Labor 
government which caused Britain’s 
devaluation of the pound from 
$4.02 to $2.80 in September, 1949. 
“Devaluation was the offspring 
of wild, profuse expenditure and 
the evils which we suffer today are 
the inevitable progeny of that 
wanton way of living,” the mani­ 
festo said.

Churchill Pledges 
Private Enterprise 
Again in hdustry 


Conservative Leader Issues 
Manifesto for General 
Election, End of 
Class War 


London, Sept. 28 (JP)—Winston 
Churchill, calling upon Britain to 
put an end to socialism, pledged 
his conservatives today to return 
the nationaiized iron and steel in­ 
dustry to private ownership and 
to remove other restrictions dn in­ 
dustry. 
As leader of the party, the 76- 
year-old wartime prime minister 
Issued a 2,500-word Conservative 
manifesto for the Oct. 25 general 
election. It declared “nationaliza­ 
tion has proved itself a failure 
which has resulted in heavy losses 
to the taxpayer or the consumer 
or both.” 
Britain, it said, must end “class 
warfare,” stop “frantic extrava­ 
gances” and rebuild her life at 
home and her prestige abroad. 
“There must be no illusions 
about our difficulties and dangers,” 
it said, adding that Oct. 25 “may 
well be the turning point in the 
fortunes and even the life of Brit­ 
ain.” 
'Hard Working People* 
“We are a hard working people. 
We are second to nohe in the abil­ 
ity or enterprise so far as we are 
allowed to use these gifts,” the 
declaration said. 
“We now have 
the only socialist government in 
the Empire and Commonwealth. 
Of all the countries in the world, 
Britain is the one least capable of 
bearing a socialist system.” 
The Conservatives were the first 
to issue their election manifesto 
for the monumental battle at the 
polls shaping up for Oct. 25, in 
which the Tories scent the possi­ 
bility of a victory ending the six 
years of Labor party reign. The 
Labor party, which during that six 
years nationalized most of Brit­ 
ain’s major industries, is expected 
to announce its manifesto Sunday 
or Monday. The Labor party an­ 
nual conference opens Monday in 
Scarborough. 
The manifesto contended it was 
the extravagance of the Labor 
government which caused Britain’s 
devaluation of the pound from 
$4.02 to $2.80 in September, 1949. 
“Devaluation was the offspring 
of wild, profuse expenditure and 
the evils which we suffer today are 
the inevitable progeny of that 
wanton way of living,” the mani­ 
festo said.

In ‘Hobo Jungle’ 
Alleged Assault 


A jury was completed this 
morning in County Court where 
the robbery, grand larceny and as­ 
sault 
charges 
against 
William 
Copeland and Bernard Keyes were 
under trial. 
Copeland, a seasonal worker in 
the town of Marlborough, and 
Bernard Keyes, who has resided 
in Marlborough and Newburgh for 
several years, are charged with 
having assaulted Edward Baker, 
another seasonal worker, at a 
“hobo jungle” along the railroad 
tracks near Marlborough last May 
and taken from him some $800 
which represented his savings. 
The story of the two defendants 
differs as to the events .of that 
day. Keyes, represented by John 
I*. Larkin, contends he had no 
part in any robbery or assault and 
that he was given $30 of the loot 
after he and Copeland had ar­ 
rived at Newburgh some time 
after the assault. 
On the morning of the alleged 
crime Copeland and Keyes pur­ 
chased wine and went to the jun­ 
gle where they invited Baker to 
join them. They claim that when 
the wine was exhausted they asked 
•Baker for money to get a new 
supply and also to get food neces­ 
sary to make a pot of “mulligan” 
stew. 
Denies Bobbery 
They ifrent to the village, pur­ 
chased the articles and returned 
to the jungle. Copeland contends 
that Baker asked for his change 
from a $5 bill and was denied the 
change and told to get on his way. 
There was a scuffle and Baker 
left. 
Copeland denies there was as­ 
sault or robbery and that the 
money which was found on him 
later when he was arrested in 
Marlborough was his own savings. 
He contends he has been a steady 
worker in the area for some time 
and saved nis money. 
Keyes Tells Story 
Keyes, however tells another 
story. In his opening Attorney 
Larkin stated that the three men 
had met as alleged. Copeland and 
Keyes did go to the village for ad­ 
ditional supplies but he claims 
when 
they 
returned 
to 
the 
“jungle” 
Copeland 
and 
Keyes 
went to the railroad track to get 
an additional supply of wood for 
the fire to cook the “mulligan” 
* and while they were away he 
heard a scuffle on the tracks and 


Copeland returned and they left 
for Newburgh. 
Not in Fight He Says 
In Newburgh Keyes says he was 
given $25 or $30 by Copeland and 
they then separated. Where the 
money came from he claims he did 
not know. He denies he took any 
part in a robbery or assault. He 
claims he heard the battle but 
says hobo fights are constantly 
taking place In the “jungles” and 
he paid no attention to it. 
Baker contends he was held up 
by the two men and robbed of his 
savings, after being slugged by the 
men. Baker is 58 years old and 
was known to Copeland and Keyes 
only as the “toolmaker.”

Strike Is Called 
Labor announced in a broadcast 
that some military men launched 
a revolt against the government 
of Juan D. Peron. It called for a 
nationwide general strike in sup­ 
port of the President. 
At frequent intervals the offi­ 
cial state radio repeated this an­ 
nouncement from uie presidential 
press office: 
* 9 
“A state of internal war exists. 
“Army officers taking part will 
be shot.” 
The Labor Confederation (CGT) 
is the backbone of Peron’s govern­ 
ment. State of Siege Called 
The broadcast warned that any 
military men joining in the up­ 
rising would be executed. A state 
of siege—a modified form of mar­ 
tial 
law—was 
proclaimed, 
the 
broadcast said. 
Within minutes after the broad­ 
cast, a crowd began to assemble 
in front of the huge Plaza Mayo 
balcony from which Peron fre­ 
quently has spoken to his suppor­ 
ters in the more than five years of 
his reign. Workers were urgently 
exhorted 
to 
assemble 
in 
the 
square, in front of the president’s 
Casa Rosada offices. 
Only yesterday President Peron 
annnounced that the army would 
police the forthcoming national 
elections in which he has bean 
named a candidate to succeed 
himself. 
Elections November l l 
The Argentine 
elections 
are 
scheduled Nov. ll. 
Peron first came to power in 
1943 after an army coup over­ 
threw the government of Presi­ 
dent Ramon S. Castillo. Peron, as 
the power behind the scenes, 
placed Gen. Pedro P. Ramierz in 
power, then later replaced him 
with Gen. Edelmiro Farrell. 
Peron himself took over the 
posts of secretary . of labor and 
security. In 1944 he emerged as 
minister of war and then vice 
president. Like many other South 
American strongmen, he built his 
strength around the labor party, 
having won military support. 
In 
1945 
Peron 
was 
jailed 
briefly and 
then released. 
He 
campaigned for the presidential 
election and won it in 1946. Eva 
or Evita (Little Evil) Peron as 
she preferred to be called, then 
entered politics in a big way, 
helping to rally the workers and 
the poor to Peron’s colors with 
broad promises of better days to 
come. Her beauty and her energy 
helped clinch the workers,’ sup­ 
port for her husband. 
Married in 1945 
Peron and Eva had been mar­ 
ried secretly in a civil ceremony , 
outside Buenos Aires in 1945.1 
Peron then was 50, and Eva was 
26. A church ceremony was held 
in December, when the marriage 
was annnounced officially. 
Before his election 
June 4, 
1946, Peron outlined a plan for a 
vast nationalization program to 
take over railways, airlines, buses, 
streetcars and shipping. He was 
able to carry out almost all this 
program and set up a government 
monopoly to buy meat^ wheat and 
edible oils for export. 
’Shirtless Ones* 
His followers were dubbed the 
“descamisados,” shirtless ones, in 
a concerted attack on the Argen­ 
tine aristocracy and landowners. 
Great rallies were staged by the 
Peronista party to consolidate its 
position with the workers. Peron 
promised higher wages, shorter 
hours, retirement funds, paid va­ 
cations, maternity aids and Christ­ 
mas bonuses. 
Eva, meanwhile, set up the Eva 
Peron Foundatiomto dole out gov­ 
ernment and private funds. 
It 
became the biggest enterprise in 
Argentina, and some were forced 
to contribute to it with a smile. 
The Perons bought and con­ 
trolled newspapers, with Eva at 
the helm of the newspaper De- 
mocracia. Peron’s government put 
the largest independent daily, La 
Prensa,, out of business, and ex­ 
ercised 
control 
over 
others 
through government monopoly of 
newsprint. 
Jailed HU Opposition 
Peron jailed politicians who op­ 
posed him, charging them with 
“descato,” or disrespect of the 
president. Ricardo Balbin, Radical 
party member and leading figure 
of the opposition, was sentenced 
only last November to five years 
on that charge, but he was par­ 
doned and released in January. 
The army, however, appeared 
to have been unhappy over the 
“petticoat rule” of Evita. In Feb­ 
ruary, 1947, army leaders were 
reported to have approached Pe­ 
ron with appeals to ease his po­ 
litically ambitious wife out of 
public life. 
Peron is understood to have 
threatened to resign if th# army 
brought further pressure to bear 
on the touchy point of Evita. 
Since the military at that time 
had no appetite for another coup. 
the deadlock was unbroken and 
Evita continued as “the lady of 
hope” and "the standard bearer 
of the meek” in the words of her 
newspaper tributes. 
In March, 1949, the Constitu­ 
tional Assembly reframed the old 
1853 Constitution to enable Peron 
to run for a second term’ he at 
first said he had no intention of 
offering himself again but he was 
“persuaded” by party councils to 
reconsider.

campaigned for the presidential 
election and won it in 1946. Eva 
or Evita (Little Evá) Peron as 
she preferred to be called, then 
entered politics in a big way, 
helping to rally the workers and 
the poor to Peron’s colors with 
broad promises of better days to 
come. Her beauty and her energy 
helped clinch the workers’ sup­ 
port for her husband. 
Married in 1945 
Peron and Eva had been mar­ 
ried secretly in a civil ceremony j 
outside Buenos Aires in 1945.1 
Peron then was 50, and Eva was 
26. A church ceremony was held 
in December, when the marriage 
was annnounced officially. 
Before his 
election 
June 4, 
1946, Peron outlined a plan for a 
vast nationalization program to 
take over railways, airlines, buses, 
streetcars and shipping. He was 
able to carry out almost all this 
program and set up a government 
monopoly to buy meat, wheat and 
edible oils for export. 
‘Shirtless Ones* 
His followers were dubbed the 
descamisados,” shirtless ones, in 
a concerted attack on the Argén-1 
tine aristocracy and landowners. 
Great rallies were staged by the I 
Peronista party to consolidate its 
position with the workers. Peron 
promised higher wages, shorter 
hours, retirement funds, paid va­ 
cations, maternity aids and Christ­ 
mas bonuses. 
Eva, meanwhile, set up the Eva 
Peron Foundation to dole out gov­ 
ernment and private funds. 
It 
became the biggest enterprise in 
Argentina, and some were forcea 
to contribute to it with a smile. 
The Perons bought and con­ 
trolled newspapers, with Eva at 
the helm of the newspaper De­ 
mocracia. Peron’s government put 
the largest independent daily, La 
Prensa,, out of business, and ex­ 
ercised 
control 
over 
others 
through government monopoly of 
newsprint. 
Jailed His Opposition 
Peron jailed politicians who op­ 
posed him, charging them with 
“descato,” or disrespect of the 
president. Ricardo Balbin, Radical 
party member and leading figure 
of the opposition, was sentenced 
only last November to five years 
on that charge, but he was par­ 
doned and released in January. 
The army, however, appeared 
to have been unhappy over the 
“petticoat rule” of Evita. In Feb­ 
ruary, 1947, army leaders w ere; 
reported to have approached Pe­ 
ron with appeals to ease his po-1 
litically ambitious wife out of 
public life. 
Peron is understood to have, 
threatened to resign if th£ army 
brought further pressure to bear 
on the touchy point of Evita., 
Since the military at that time I 
had no appetite for another coup, 
the deadlock was unbroken and 
Evita continued as “the lady of 
hope” and “the standard bearer ¡ 
of the meek” in the words of her 
newspaper tributes.

WATCH THE COURTS 
Manners are tho exterior manifestation of 
morals. 
When tho manners of a people are de­ 
based, it needs to look after its morals. 
In our 
courts and before various semi-judicial investiga­ 
tions, a disrespect for the dignity of the courts and 
the law is being displayed which would be intoler­ 
able anywhere, but more so among a free people 
whose order of life is controlled by a voluntary ac­ 
ceptance of law. 
In a despotism, it is possible to say: “Off with 
his head!" And off it goos. In a free society 
rigorous protections are placed about the individual 
to safeguard him against tyrannical and whimsical 
acts of public officials. 
But the citisen can only 
safeguard his liberties and protections if he prac­ 
tices self-restraint, if he is respectful and decent, 
if he recognizes that while SIV are equal before the 
law, none may be contemptuous of it. 
The l l Communists who appeared in Judge 
Medina’s court and acted like hoodlums set a bad 
example, to be followed with vulgar impudence by 
Harry Gross in Judge Leibowitt’s court in Brook­ 
lyn, and before the New York State Crime Com­ 
mission. 
Harry Gross made a mockery of a court, making 
it obvious that increasingly those who live on the 
margins of society have become so bold that they 
respect nothing—not the law, not the courts, not 
the dignity of judges.

The manners and morals of a people are set at 
the top. 
What is propriety is determined by the 
style of those in authority and position. When the 
leaders of a nation are vulgar, indecent in manners 
and morals, when their language is cheap and 
blasphemous, when they associate with petty 
crooks and political panhandlers, when they them­ 
selves grow rich in public office or tolerate abuses 
among those who are close to them—the style of 
corruption Will have been set. 
Harry Gross and Mike Dftlessio are no different 
from the gamblers who refused to testify or even 
to open their mouths before the Kefauver Commit­ 
tee, or from those who, by consent, perjure them­ 
selves in divorce cases, or who steal in connection 
with the RFC or who go through a red light on the 
road, imperilling other human beings.

chief secretary, then the olfactory 
nerves of those around him get 
dull too. 
Another important reason for 
the sickening spectacle of graft 
and favoritism, however, is the 
current system of political cam­ 
paign contributions. This is some- 
I thing the public little realizes. 
It has now become a standard 
ractice for both big business and 
abor unions to obligate congress­ 
men. After you have made your 
contribution to a congressman’s 
political campaign, you then bene­ 
fit by influencing his vote on leg­ 
islation of interest to you, or get­ 
ting him to call up government 
agencies in order to secure loans, 
priorities 
or 
government 
con­ 
tracts. 
This practice has become so 
widespread that many otherwise 
fine senators and representatives 
get so in hock politically that they 
can hardly call their souls their 
own. 
Getting Big Loon 
Here is how the system works: 
out in Los Angeles, members of 
the Harvey Machine Company 
contribute heavily to the cam­ 
paign funds of several congress­ 
men. Most of the time they bet 
their money on Democrats, be­ 
cause the Democrats are in pow­ 
er. But sometimes they also back 
Republicans. In addition, Law­ 
rence Harvey wants to be Demo­ 
cratic n a t i o n a l committeeman 
from California, chips in $1,000 at 
each of the last two Jackson Day 
dinners and serves on the $100-a- 
plate committee welcoming Tru­ 
man to Loo Angelet October 8.

There’s 
a lot more to the story than that, 
but one of the most im po mint 
features is the way certain very 
fine congressmen have to become 
messenger boys for Harvey large­ 
ly to pay off a political debt. 
It doesn’t make for clean effi­ 
cient government. 
China Lobby Contributes 
Or take another case. When 
Senator Bridges of Maine last 
ran for re-election in New" Hamp­ 
shire. Alfred Kohlberg, who lives 
in New York, not New- Hamp­ 
shire, c o n t r i b u t e d $1,000 to 
Bridge’s campaign. Kohlberg just 
happens to be the key man in 
the China Lobby. 
Another Bridges contributor, in 
fact his heaviest, also lives a 
long way from New Hampshire— 
in San Francisco. He is Edward 
Heller, whose wife happens to be 
Democratic national committee­ 
woman for California. Yet Heller, 
a Democrat, contributed $3,000 
to help Senator Bridges, a Re­ 
publican, stay in the Senate from 
New Hampshire. 
Significantly, Heller is director 
of the Wells Fargo Bank of San 
Francisco, biggest repository of 
Chinese Nationalist money. Sig­ 
nificant also, Bridges, both be­ 
fore and since his election, has 
gone out of his way to defend 
Chinag Kai-shek. Once as chair­ 
man of the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee he even sent a 
lobbyist for Chiang’s brother-in- 
law on a propaganda mission to 
China, cloaked as Senate repre­ 
sentative—though actually paid 
by the Chiang family. 
Obligating a senator has be­ 
come so common that long row* 
of campaign contributors from 
the Delaware du Ponts turn up 
in south Dakota, w'hile Texas oil­ 
men sent several thousand dol­ 
lars to Maryland last year to 
elect GOP Senator Butler. 
Labor Bets Too 
On the other hand, John L. 
Lewis kicked in half a million 
dollars on behalf of the United 
Mine Workers to elect Roosevelt 
in 1936, while labor all over the 
nation poufed money into Ohio In 
1950 to try to beat Taft. 
The tragedy is that under the

somebody or other is absolutely 
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necessary. You Can’t run a poli­ 
tical campaign without it. Bill­ 
boards cost about $1(000 each.

Dewey turned the tide of the 
New York election last year in 
his last 24 hours of television, 
thereby setting a pattern which

Washington, Sept. 28—President 
Truman must have had his tongue 
in his cheek when he sent a mes­ 
sage to Congress recommending 
that a law be passed which would 
require every official—whether in 
the executive, legislative, or judi­ 
cial branches of the government— 
to make once a year a full disclo­ 
sure to the public of all his sources 
of income besides his government 
salary. 
For Mr. TYuman has been out­ 
spoken heretofore in his claim 
that able and conscientious citi­ 
zens do not want to come to 
Washington to work for the gov­ 
ernment because they might be 
smeared. Certainly it will be hard 
to persuade individuals to enter 
government service hereafter if 
they happen to have made a suc­ 
cess in a business or profession 
and have put away their savings 
in securities. 
The right of privacy is sacred 
in America. Only when a man or 
woman is accused of dishonesty is 
it lawful as a rule to reveal to a 
congressional committee, for ex­ 
ample, an income-tax return. But, 
while It would be constitutional 
for legislation to be passed requir­ 
ing disclosure of all the detail! of 
the financial affairs of a person 
who enters the government serv­ 
ice, th# big question is whether it 
would serve any purpose except to 
provoke smears. 
Mr. Truman is rightly indignant 
that recent charges and rumors 
have cast suspicion on various per­ 
sons in the government service, 
but he is mistaken if he thinks 
that all government officials now 
have been tarred with the same 
brush. 
It is, moreover, not clear why 
the President thinks disclosure of

What Mr. Truman proposes will 
only open up to smear and suspi­ 
cion the personal affairs of a lot 
of Innocent people and, rather 
than go through such an experi­ 
ence, persons of means—the very 
people who, having won success in 
private life, can now contribute 
their time at low salaries to pub­ 
lic service—will fight shy of any 
government posts. America would 
be the loser, because the job-seek­ 
ers who ta private business or 
their professions cannot earn more 
than government pay will be the 
ones who will be selected for po­ 
sitions in the government, not 


only for Congress but for the fed­ 
eral bench. 
It looks as if Mr. Truman ii 
smarting under the charges which 
have been leveled at his a&xiinis- 
t rat ion and is trying to throw.Up 
a smoke screen to divert atten­ 
tion from the unmorality of indi­ 
viduals inside and outside the 
government who have been the 
beneficiaries of “pull" and influ­ 
ence and special privilege. 
This 
cannot be cured by offering* a 
reckless proposal to reveal the 
family finances of every govern­ 
ment official. For it would not be 
enough presumably to disclose the 
official's own income. Logically, 
the income of his wife or father- 
in-law or cousin or aunt would 
have to be disclosed, too. 
What is most disappointing is 
that Mr. Truman succumbs to the 
very thing he baa been denouncing 
—the assumption that men in the 
government cannot themselves be . 
trusted to distinguish between 
proper and Improper connections 
or interests. He does not confine 
this to executive officials but he 
puts the finger of suspicion on 
federal judges, too, and takes it 
for granted that justices can no 
longer be depended upon to dis­ 
qualify themselves from sitting in 
cases 
involving 
companies 
or 
firms with which in the past they 
may have had some connection or 
in whose securities they at pres­ 
ent have investments. 
To assume that federal judges 
can’t be trusted to conduct them­ 
selves properly and must disclose 
their Anodal affairs to every­ 
body's gaze is a reflection on the 
judiciary which illustrates the ut­ 
ter carelessness and irresponsibil­ 
ity of the President's message. If 
Mr. Truman had sent to Congress 
a declaration that in America 
everybody is deemed honest in 
financial affairs and in the con­ 
duct of his office unless someone 
can come forth with evidence of 
dishonesty and that the discovery 
of dishonesty in government will 
be promptly prosecuted, he would 
have been on safer ground. But in 
the wake of the scandals in the

attack. This is a loss to the cor­ 
poration and its stockholders. 
The real purpose of my story is 
to emphasize that men are more 
important than machines; — in 
fact, all machines were invented 
by men and we must depend upon 
men for coming great inventions. 
1 have in mind electronic devices 
which should reduce prices and 
increase the wages of intelligent 
workers. The value of foremen 
and department heads is not fully 
recognized by many corporations. 
Their accumulation of experience 
will take many years on the part 
of their successors to duplicate. 
Battue* To More Rest 
Corporations judge employes by 
their hours of work and—directly 
or indirectly—by their production 
in physical Units. But a depart­ 
ment head or foreman may be 
able to develop original ideas in a 
few hours that can be worth large 
amounts to the corporation. To 
accomplish this, however, such a 
man should not be worried, and 
should 
keep 
himself 
in 
good 
health. If I should tell the presi­ 
dent of the corporation that he 
could safe thousands of dollars 
annually by spending $1,000 on re­

Doctor! tell me that these heart 
attacks are unnecessary and could 
largely be prevented if corpora­ 
tions would insist on annual phys­ 
ical audits of their head execu­ 
tives. 
When finding one of their 
executives threatened with a heart 
condition, the corporation would 
find it an excellent investment to 
give this executive a supervised 
vacation with pay at a restful spot 
catering to the “tired business­ 
man." This is not charity or of a 
“welfare" nature. It is sound, 
hardboiled business sense. 
Repairing Versus Preventive 
The so-called “six weeks cure** 
for heart attacks can be taken at 
home or at a hospital if the pa­ 
tient will absolutely obey the doc­ 
tor’s orders; but this Is not true of 
preventive heart repairing. Those 
showing a tendency to heart trou­ 
ble, and who have lint yet been at­ 
tacked, need not stay in bed. They 
should, however, be away from 
home and office, in a restful spot 
in the woods until all these symp­ 
toms vanish. 
In this connection let me say 
that great progress is being made 
by physicians in detecting possible 
heart troubles.

WATCH THE COURTS 
Manners are the exterior manifestatión of 
morals. 
When the manners of a people are de­ 
based, it needs to look after its morals. 
In our 
courts and before various semi-judicial investiga­ 
tions, a disrespect for the dignity of the courts and 
the law is being displayed which would be intoler­ 
able anywhere, but more so among a free people 
whose order of life is controlled by a voluntary ac­ 
ceptance of law. 
In a despotism, it is possible to say; “Off with 
his head!” And off it goes. In a free society 
rigorous protections are placed about the individual 
to safeguard him against tyrannical and whimsical 
acts of public officials. 
But the citizen can only 
safeguard his liberties and protections if he prac­ 
tices self-restraint, if he is respectful and decent, 
if he recognizes that while all- are equal before the 
law, none may be contemptuous of it. 
The 11 Communists who appeared in Judge 
Medina’s court and acted like hoodlums set a bad 
example, to be followed with vulgar impudence by 
Harry Gross in Judge Lsibowiti’s court in Brook­ 
lyn, and before the New York State Crime Com­ 
mission. 
Harry Gross made a mockery of a court, making 
it obvious that increasingly those who live on the 
margins of society have become so bold that they 
respect nothing—not the law, not the courts, not 
the dignity of judges. 
Criminals have always existed. 
But such men, 
in the past, lived in fear of being caught. 
They 
were bold and brazen until they faced stern jus­ 
tice and knew the majesty of the law, as evidenced 
in a court. 
The new breed of hoodlums, having no morals 
and believing that all men are corruptible, look 
upon our courts as marketplaces and upon judges 
as current or potential crooks. 
Their only prob­ 
lem seems to be to find the right politician who will 
know how to bribe the particular judge.’ 
I have been told by lawyers that there has been 
a notable falling away of good manners in the 
courts; that not Only laymen but many lawyers act 
impudently in the courts, flouting the judges, and 
giving the impression of familiarity, which is the 
first sign of contempt. 
I have also been told by 
lawyers that some judges tend to be lenient because 
they recognize that the lawyer is trying to impress 
his client that he is earing his fee. 
When judges 
are lax and lawyers forgetful of their manners, it 
must be accepted that a debasement of morals has 
sét in. 
The manners and morals of a people are set at 
the top. 
What is propriety is determined by the 
style of those in authority and position. When the 
leaders of a nation are vulgar, indecent in manners 
and morals, when their language is cheap and 
blasphemous, when they associate with petty 
crooks and political panhandlers, when they them­ 
selves grow rich in public office or tolerate abuses 
among those who are close to them—the style of

Beyond doubt it is impossible to meet all 
these needs to perfection while a prepared­ 
ness program is still under way. They most 
likely would not be wholly cared for, even 
without the defense activity. 
But it seeins fair that our statesmen 
should make plain to Europe that we can­ 
not grossly neglect these requirements with­ 
out ultimately impairing the strength all 
free men look to for security. 
And within our own bailiwick, we might 
usefully work out a system of priorities for 
the develppment of schools,'highways and 
other services. In that fashion, even though 
under limits imposed by rearmament, we 
might assure a minimum healthy balance in 
our national life. Without that balance, the 
warping strains of uneven growth can only 
diminish American power.

OUT-PATIENT CLINICS FOR ALCOHOLICS 
I write about alcohol and alcoholism frequently 
because governments, various voluntary organiza­ 
tions and the public generally have become aware 
Of the great mistake we have all been making in 
not considering alcoholism as a defect in the make­ 
up of an individual—a defect that should be treated 
as any other defect or disease. And because this 
defect or disease affects not only the alcoholic 
himself but his working or productive ability and 
the comfort and happiness of his family, it means 
that his treatment and care is really a public lia­ 
bility. 
That the alcoholic is really a sick man or wom­ 
an and should have the care of a physician instead 
of the police has been shown to us by the Yale 
School for Study of Alcoholism and other organiza­ 
tions such as Alcoholics Anonymous. Some weeks 
ago I reported that the state of Massachusetts had 
adopted the idea of treating alcoholics in the out­ 
patient clinics of several general hospitals. 
The pattern of organization or method followed 
is similar 4o that of other clinics operated coop­ 
eratively by the Department of Public Health. It is 
intended that these clinic facilities for alcoholism 
shall be a part of the regular services offered the 
community by the hospital. 
We read in The New England Medical Journal 
that at these clinics “the patient must be helped 
to adjust his life, without alcohol, to the community 
and its environment wherein he lives or expects to 
live. Merely to keep the alcoholic sober in the arti­ 
ficial environment in an institution instead of the 
environment of his home community, or depending 
on special treatment, is expensive, ineffective and 
certain to lead to failure.” • 
It is further pointed out that the establishment 
of such clinics in out-patient departments of gen­ 
eral hospitals means that the alcoholic knows that 
his affliction is accepted as a disease to be cared 
for in or by an institution in which other ailments 
are treated. This tends to remove the stigma so 
frequently attached to alcoholism, the alcoholic is 
more readily willing to admit his inability to handle 
alcohol and so seeks help. 
Research workers in alcoholism and members 
of Alcoholics Anonymous have found that once the 
alcoholic admits he* needs help in fighting alcohol­ 
ism, he almost certainly can be cured.

It looks as if Mr. Truman is 
smarting under the charges which 
have been leveled at his adminis­ 
tration and is trying to throw up 
a smoke screen to divert atten­ 
tion from the unmorality of indi­ 
viduals inside and outside the 
government who have been the 
beneficiaries of “pull” and influ­ 
ence and special privilege.

What is most disappointing is 
that Mr. Truman succumbs to the 
very thing he has been denouncing 
—the assumption that men in the 
government cannot themselves be . 
trusted

or interests. He does not confine 
this to executive officials but he 
puts the finger of suspicion on 
federal judges, too, and takes it 
for granted that justices can no 
longer be depended upon to dis­ 
qualify themselves from sitting in

firms with which in the past they 
may have had some connection or 
in whose securities they at pres­ 
ent have investments. 
To assume that federal judges 
Can’t be trusted to conduct them­ 
selves properly and must disclose 
their finsyicial affairs to every­ 
body’s gaze is a reflection on the 
judiciary which illustrates the ut­ 
ter carelessness and irresponsibil­ 
ity of the President’s message. If 
Mr. Truman had sent to Congress 
a declaration that in America 
everybody is deemed honest in 
financial affairs and in the con­ 
duct of his office unless someone 
can come forth with evidence of 
dishonesty and that the discovery 
of dishonesty in government will 
be promptly prosecuted, he would 
have been on safer ground.

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Bard’s Students 
Give 500 Hours 
Of Work Weekly 


AnnandaJe-on-Hudson, Sept. 28 
—Bard College students this fall, 
all 250 men and women strong, 
are painting buildings, working 
on the roads, mowing lawns, as­ 
sisting in the post office, and 
helping in other ways to improve 
thdlr campus and to reduce costs 
of operation $10,000. 
The new project, known as the 
Community Service P r o g r a m , 
which makes available 500 man 
hours per week, was overwhelm­ 
ingly adopted by the student body 
at the opening of the 19 51 fall 
semester. 
Every student is donating on 
the average of two hours per 
week under the direction of a 
student committee which has the 
responsibility of selecting work 
projects ana of making assign­ 
ments. Among the projects now 
being undertaken are the trans­ 
fer of sections of the library for 
greater convenience and efficiency, 
painting of dormitory buildings, 
preparation of roads for black­ 
top finish, clean-up and mainte­ 
nance work in the science labora­ 
tories and art studios, and staffing 
the college post office. 
Projects Planned 
Projects planned for the near 
future include the reconditioning 
of the skating pond, building a 
large fireplace for cook-outs, con­ 
structing gravel walks to replace 
present paths, and the building of 
a new music practice room. 
Student response has been more 
than 9 5 per cent effective in meet­ 
ing the new volunteer obligations. 
The program was first dis­ 
cussed last spring when a spe­ 
cial committee of students chal­ 
lenged what they considered to 
be the narrow concept of “enter­ 
tainment” prevailing on campus. 


Dances and parties were fine, 
they reported, but “entertain­ 
ment” should include other forms 
of 
recreation—picnics, 
outings, 
.play readings, and even work 
projects. 
What 
Bard 
needed 
were some other ways in which 
students and faculty could share 
common interests and activities. 
The idea of work projects made 
an immediate and widespread ap­ 
peal, and this fall became an 
official part of campus activities 
under the general supervision of 
the community government. 
No Em ployes Dropped 
The transition was made with 
the understanding that no jobs 
needed by students to earn part 
of their college expenses would 
be discontinued and that no em­ 
ployes on the payroll would be 
released. The expected savings of 
$6 ,000 will result from the fact 
that budgeted vacancies on the 
Grounds Staff will not be filled 
and that the need for additional 
temporary labor during certain 
seasons will be reduced sharply. 
While the direct economies re­ 
sulting will be valuable, it is 
equally important to the develop- 
rfient of the college that many 
projects can now be undertaken 
which formerly were not budg­ 
eted because of lack of funds for 
the necessary labor. 
The new program was installed 
at the sariie time that the ad­ 
ministration 
moved 
to curtail 
maid service in college dormi­ 
tories, another economy measure, 
l^ow Bard students along with 
many other college and univer­ 
sity students are making their 
own beds and cleaning their own 
rooms, but they have the rather 
unique distinction of also per­ 
forming a weekly two-hour work 
service for the general copnmu- 
nity. Total savings resulting from 
the two activities will exceed 
$10,000 annually.

Roman Jar9 Found 


Diano Marino, Italy l/P)—Divers 
have uncovered a large number 
of did Roman earthen jars in the 
Gulf of Genoa. 
The jars were 
found’ in an old Roman vessel 
which probably was transporting 
them when it sank. The wreck lay 
under some 50 feet of water off 
Cervo, northeast of San Remo, and 
was covered by mud. Divers say 
the work of salvaging the jars 
will not be too difficult.

Give 500 Hours 
Of Work Weekly 


AnnandaJe-on-Hudson, Sept. 28 
—Bard College students this fall, 
all 250 men and women strong, 
are painting buildings, working 
on the roads, mowing lawns, as­ 
sisting in the post office, and 
helping in other ways to improve 
th á r campus and to reduce costs 
of operation $10,000. 
The new project, known as the 
Community Service P r o g r a m , 
which makes available 500 man 
hours per week, was overwhelm­ 
ingly adopted by the student body 
at the opening of the 1951 fall 
semester. 
Every student is donating on 
the average of two hours per 
week under the direction of a 
student committee which has the 
responsibility of selecting work 
projects ana of making assign­ 
ments. Among the projects now 
being undertaken are the trans­ 
fer of sections of the library for 
greater convenience and efficiency, 
painting of dormitory buildings, 
preparation of roads for black­ 
top finish, clean-up and mainte­ 
nance work in the science labora­ 
tories and art studios, and staffing 
the college post office. 
Projects Planned 
Projects planned for the near 
future include the reconditioning 
of the skating pond, building a 
large fireplace for cook-outs, con­ 
structing gravel walks to replace 
present paths, and the building of 
new music practice room. 


Dances and parties were fine, 
they reported, but “entertain­ 
ment” should include other forms 
of 
recreation—picnics, 
outings, 
-play readings, and even work 
projects. 
What 
Bard 
needed 
were some other ways in which 
students and faculty could share 
common interests and activities. 
The idea of work projects made 
an immediate and widespread ap­ 
peal, and this fall became an 
official part of campus activities 
under the general supervision of 
the community government. 
No Employes Dropped 
The transition was made with 
the understanding that no jobs 
needed by students to earn part 
of their college expenses would 
be discontinued and that no em­ 
ployes on the payroll would be 
released. The expected savings of 
$6,000 will result from the fact 
that budgeted vacancies on the 
Grounds Staff will not be filled 
and that the need for additional 
temporary labor during certain 
seasons will be reduced sharply. 
While the direct economies re­ 
sulting will be valuable, it is 
equálly important to the develop­ 
ment of the college that many 
projects can now be undertaken 
which formerly were not budg­ 
eted because of lack of funds for 
the necessary labor. 
The new program was installed 
at the sariie time that the ad­ 
ministration 
moved to curtail 
maid service in college dormi­ 
tories, another economy measure. 
How Bard students along with 
many other college and univer­ 
sity students are making their 
own beds and cleaning their own 
rooms, but they have the rather 
unique distinction of also per­ 
forming a weekly two-hour work 
service for the general copnmu- 
nity. Total savings resulting from 
the two activities will exceed

Medical Ambulance Service 
September 24, 19 51 
Editor, The Freeman: 
As no ted in y o ur recent issue, 
the tragic accident resulting in 
the death o f y o ung Ro bert Hamm, 
to o k place right o utside my ho me 
o n Lucas Turnpike. As a new but 
very lo y al resident o f Kingsto n 
it was very distressing to me to 
find that the city has no medical- 
ambulance service o n call in such 
emergencies that I fear are quite 
frequent. The co rrect metho ds o f 
mo ving the injured, the admin­ 
istratio n o f anti-sho ck treatment 
and the checking o f bleeding, are 
all m atter o f life and death that 
sho uld no t be deferred a mo ment 
lo nger than is po ssible. Fo r a 
city the size and dignity o f Kings­ 
to n with such a justifiable sense 
o f civic pride, to have no such 
service fo r its citizens and sur­ 
ro unding co mmunity is rather 
sho cking to o ne accusto med to 
mo dern medical ideals and prac­ 
tices. 
While I feel the need, certain­ 
ly , to enlarge the capacity o f o ur 
ho spitals, . this seems to me a 
mo re vital and pressing need. 
Who kno ws what life may be 
next at stake requiring instant 
care? Surely if this was reco g­ 
nized by all o rganizatio ns . . . 
civic, po lice, veteran, philanthro p­ 
ic and religio us . . . it wo uld 
so o n be po ssible to acquire an 
ambulance, to be manned by in­ 
ternes fro m the ho spitals o n call 
in turn, at need. And never again 
wo uld there be the heartbreaking 
situatio n I witnessed last week 
when after being assured by by ­ 
standers—“the do cto r is just co m­ 
ing”—the y o ung veteran had to 
be driven o ver seven miles fo r 
medical aid that came all to o 
late.

Medical Ambulance Service 
September 24, 1951 
Editor, The Freeman: 
As noted in your recent issue, 
the tragic accident resulting in 
the death of young Robert Hamm, 
took place right outside my home 
on Lucas Turnpike. As a new but 
very loyal resident of Kingston 
it was very distressing to me to 
find that the city has no medical- 
ambulance service on call in such 
emergencies that I fear are quite 
frequent. The correct methods of 
moving the injured, the admin­ 
istration of anti-shock treatment 
and the checking of bleeding, are 
all matter of life and death that 
should not he deferred a moment 
longer than is possible. For a 
city the size and dignity of Kings­ 
ton with such a justifiable sense 
of civic pride, to have no such 
service for its citizens and sur­ 
rounding community is 
rather 
shocking to one accustomed to 
modern medical ideals and prac­ 
tices. 
While I feel the need, certain­ 
ly, to enlarge the capacity of our 
hospitals, . this seems to me a 
more vital and pressing need. 
Who knows what life may be 
next at stake requiring instant 
care? Surely if this was recog­ 
nized by all organizations . . . 
civic, police, veteran, philanthrop­ 
ic and religious . . . it would 
soon be possible to acquire an 
ambulance, to be manned by in­ 
ternes from the hospitals on call 
in turn, at need. And never again 
would there be the heartbreaking 
situation I witnessed last week 
when after being assured by by­ 
standers—“the doctor is just com­ 
ing”—the young veteran had to 
be driven over seven miles for 
medical aid that came all too 
late.

Three Kingston residents visited 
the k countries 
bordening 
the 
Aegean Sea this summer, bringing 
back vivid, kaleidoscopic and im­ 
pressively similiar memories. 
For Mrs. Stephen Larios it was 
a strangely sad “pleasure trip" 
the first visit to her child­ 
hood home since she left 38 years 
ago at the age 
of 16 for the 
United States. John Janakis had 
not seen his native Crete since 
1933. Mrs. 
Janakis 
had 
never 
visited the Mediterranean world. 
Mrs. Larios, who flew to Athens 
via 
Canada 
and 
Paris, 
never 
wants to go back again. 
“I don’t want to ever see my 
people like that. 
Since my trip 
i’ve 
thanked 
God 
a 
thousand 
times I’m an American. The only 
thing I can still enjoy in Greece is 
the warm, dry, 
sunny climate. 
And Athens is still a beautiful 
place. 
But the 
villages are so 
poor.. . ” 
Mrs. Larios left Kingston in 
May. Twenty-four hours after de­ 
parture, she was in Athens. When 
she came to this country as a 
young girl, the voyage lasted 22 
days. Once in Greece, she divided 
her 
two-months’ 
stay 
between 
those classic rivals, Sparta and 
Athens. In Sparta she saw her 
mother 
and 
brothers, 
and 
in 
Athens her cousins. Since her re­ 
turn she has managed, despite the 
expense, to send off weekly boxes 
of food and clothing. 
Athens, Mrs. Larios describes 
as “not so bad." Sparta, and the 
surrounding villages, present a 
different picture. It has been a dry 
year in Sparta, 
and 
the farms 
aren’t producing. There is evi­ 
dence of World W ar 2 damages 
everywhere. 
The 
people 
suffer 
from hunger, inadequate clothing 
poor housing. 
, 
“All the people,’’ she explains, 
“are very, very sad." 
Mrs. Larios now hopes to adopt 
a cousin’s child, a nine-year-old 
girl, one of a family of eight. She 
has already helped six displaced 
persons to make their homes in 
this country. 
Belgrade Stop 
The Janakis left here May 8 
aboard the Queen Elizabeth, and 
crossed the continent by train, 
passing 
through 
France, 
Italy 
and Czechoslovakia. In Belgrade 
there was a 90-minute stopover. 
Mr. Janakis strolled around near 
the station to stretch his legs. 
Czechoslovakia, 
he 
now 
feels, 
was the poorest European nation 
he visited. 
He still remembers 
vividly the show windows of a 
nearly-empty store. There were 
two pictures, one of Stalin and 
one of Tito. 
An aged bottle of 
vodka and two packs of dusty 
cigarettes made up the rest of

the display. ‘Of all the people he 
saw on the street, only high army 
officers were well dressed. The 
food on the train was the worst 
they ate abroad. 
Belgrade officials 
caused the 
Janakis little or no trouble. 
“They asked me if I were a 
diplomat,” Mr. Janakis chuckles. 
“I said ‘yes’ and then they left 
us alone." 
Saw Inauguration 
Mr. and Mrs. Janakis arrived 
in Athens in time to see the 
mayor’s inauguration, a spectac­ 
ular, gilt-edged affair. They were 
met there by a doctor cousin, 
whose 
son 
is 
attending 
Drew 
University in New Jersey. After 
two weeks they went on to Crete, 
where Mr. Janakis lived until he 
was 17. 
“Conditions,’’ Mr. Janakis ad­ 
mits. “are not very good. With- 
,out the Marshall Plan, the people 
would starve.” 
. 
He remembers an old man he 
met, who, after, he recognized 
him as an American, told him: 
“God bless all Americans. # If it 
wasn’t 
for 
the 
Americans 
we 
would starve to death. Everyone 
loves the Americans." 
Another man remarked: “We 
owe so much to America, that we 
could not even pay with stones, for 
if we paid with stones, there would 
be no land left. 
It would be all 
covered up with water." 
Mrs. Larios noticed a similar re­ 
action. "Everybody, except a few 
Communists, had praise for the 
Americans.” 
American Goods 
The shelves of Greece’s stores, 
as well as those in Crete, are 
stocked with American consumer 
goods. Mr. and Mrs. Janakis re­ 
ported. Women, 
particularly in 
the upper classes, dress in Ameri­ 
can made clothes. 
Greece’s struggle to rebuild her­ 
self from the rubble of war is, 
both Mrs. Larios and the Janakis 
feel, a slow, painstaking task. 
There are villages with barely a 
dozen houses intact. 
Often IO or 
12 people live in a single room. 
Many families have no other shel­ 
ter than a tent. The people want 
to rebuild, but there is neither the 
money, nor the material. It takes 
an ordinary family two or three 
years to finish a single room. They 
have, in fact, little except spirit, to 
go on. 
“They fear Russia," Mr. Janakis 
notes, “but are willing to fight, 
if necessary. I have a nephew who 
is an officer in the army. He told 
me Greece has 200,000 troops in 
top condition." 
Italy Prosperous 
In Italy Mr. and Mrs. Janakis 
saw greater prosperity than in any 
other European country. 
Living 
conditions were cheaper and bet­ 
ter. 
“You wouldn’t know there was 
ever a war there.” 
Stopping off in Rome on their 
way back to the States (they 
sailed via Gibraltar aboard the SS 
Constitution), they discovered,an 
English-speaking taxi driver who 
became their unofficial guide of 
the city. He had learned English 
when he served under the Fifth 
Army. 
With the help of the taxi driver 
the Janakis saw most of Rome’s 
highlights: St. Peter’s, St. Paul’s, 
the Vatican. 
They had only one 
real disappointment. 
They were 
unable to see the Pope. 


Mrs. Alice Sturges 
Lists Parliamentary 
Procedure for Club 
New York. Sept. 28 i/P)—There 
are five and a half million women’s 
clubs in the United States. 
This is the figure estimated by 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs as the number of member 
clubs and affiliated organizations. 
This means there are five and 
a half million women’s club presi­ 
dents in the country. 
At least half of these do not 
know 
the 
basic 
parliamentary 
rules for conducting a meeting, 
says Alice F. Sturgis, author of 
the recently published 
“Sturgis 
Standard Code of Parliamentary 
Procedure.” 
Under a Guggenheim fellowship, 
Mrs. Sturgis, a recognized parlia­ 
mentarian, has been studying the 
procedure of a group of national 
organizations. 
One of the first 
things that struck her was the 
astronomical number of groups in 
every community of the U.S.A. 
The next was the need for know­ 
ledge of recognized rules of pro­ 
cedure. 
■** 
As a daughter, wife and mother 
of lawyers, Mrs. Sturgis has been 
steeped in legal atmosphere since 
childhood, and frequently is called 
from her home in Piedmont, Calif., 
to act as an advisor on parliament­ 
ary procedure at varied conven­ 
tions. 
She feels strongly that anyone 
who accepts the presidency or 
chairmanship 
of 
an 
orzanized 
group should at least know what 
he—or she— is talking about. 
For the millions of women who 
this year will preside at meetings 
of their local clubs, she suggests 
ten rules on how to be a good 
chairman: 
Ten Rules 
1—Don’t use the club for your 
personal glory. 
If you put the 
good of the organization first the 
personal plaudits will follow natu­ 
rally. 
But don’t make the com­ 
mon mistake of saying: “My year 
is going to be the best year in the 
history of the club.’’ 
2—Don’t keep on being presi­ 
dent after your term is over. 
Them should be nothing deader 
than a past president. 
Give the 
new leader a chance. 
3—Be sure that you understand 
the basic policy of your organiza­ 
tion, and follow its continuity. If 
you haven’t a policy, get one. 
4—If you have an unpleasant 
duty to perform, do it outside the 
club meeting. 
Don’t use the ros­ 
trum as center for a cat-and-dog 
fight. Threfe-fourths of intelligent 
club leadership takes place outside 
the meetings. 
Work out any im­ 
minent problems or clashes ahead 
of time, to avoid embarrassment. 
Use simple common sense in ex­ 
ercising behind-the-scenes leader­ 
ship. 
5—Follow, don’t push. Your job 
is to carry out the wishes of all 
the members, not to bend them to 
your own will. 
6—Watch principles instead of 
technicalities. 
You need to know 
the rules of parliamentary pro­ 
cedure, but you needn’t use all 
your knowledge all the time. Re­ 
member that the reason for rules 
of procedure is to facilitate busi­ 
ness and insure a fair considera­ 
tion of every issue. 
7—Remember that the president 
of a club is in the position of a 
judge. 
Don’t take sides with one 
faction against another. 
8—Don’t campaign for your own 
election, or you will make enemies 


I before you start. 
If you have to 
fight for the chairmanship, you 
probably are not yet ready for it. 
9—In presiding, be sure of these 
points: (a) that there is a quorum 
present: (b) that everyone under­ 
stands each motion; (c) that plen­ 
ty of time is given to discussion; 
(d) that the vote is taken accu­ 
rately; (e) that the will of the 
majority is carried out aqd the 
rights of the minority protected. 
10—-Observe the rules of parlia­ 
mentary procedure and you will 
be safe from legal difficulties, 
avoid lawsuits and misunderstand­ 
ings.
